PerOR! OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


Now that a board of health for towns is required by 
law of the state,and in consideration of the acknowledged 
growing importance of the practical sanitation of every 
comununity, it would seem advisable that the health 
officers should inake a brief report. 

Your board has to report an epidemic of diphtheria, 
eight cases in all, all of which recovered. 

In every instance where a case was reported the 
family were quarantined and the patient isolated, and 
thus we have been very successful in preventing the 
spreading of the disease. The five houses where the 
disease appeared were widely scattered over town and 
the board had them all thoroughly fumigated at the 
expense of the town. 

We wish to thank the people of the town for their 
courteous treatment, and to the physicians of the town 
we are especially grateful for their kindness and willing- 
ness to be helpful to us in every way they could.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


To the Citizens of Salisbury: 


It has been deemed prudent to depart from the usual 
custom that has been pursued in Salisbury of compiling 
a report to the town from two sets of registers, conse- 
quently the report which we have the honor to submit 
covers only the school year ending Aug. 1, 1900, in 
conformation to the present school law. 

‘The personnel of the school board has been changed 
during the year, brought about by the resignation of 
Miss Edna P. Rand, and the subsequent appointment to 
fill the vacancy, of Rev. Francis H. Buffum, a gentle- 
man, whom it is believed has at heart, a true interest in 
the educational welfare of the children of this town. 

We believe that the schools during the ‘past year, 
have, as a whole, compared favorably with those of for- 
mer years. The teachers have appeared to take a great 
interest in those committed to their care. 

Doubtless the character of our schools would be great- 
ly improved if parents would accustom themselves to 
manifest a deeper interest by making more frequent 
visits to the schoolroom. 

Unjust criticism of teachers’ methods and administra- 
tion would doubtless be obviated by such careful atten- 
tion and observation. | 

Every teacher desires his school to receive such atten- 
tion, and the parent would thereby co-operate with the 
teacher in making his work agreeable and effective.
